An appeal for home vegetable 
gardens to be planted by all who 
have an opportunity has been issued 
by Dr. Albert J. Irving, President of 
the Men’s Garden Clubs of America, 
1 E. 57th St., New York City. 
Pointing out the need for food pro­ 
duction near large population cen­ 
ters to replace shipments from dis­ 
tant points which m ay be inter­ 
rupted by war, Dr. Irving called at­ 
tention to the fact that planting must 
be done this spring to provide pro­ 
duction 
for 
the 
coming 
twelve 
months. To wait until the actual out­ 
break of war might be too late for 
any practical benefit to be achieved. 
Dr. Irving is the newly elected 
president of the national organiza­ 
tion of 110 M en’s G arden Clubs 
which are scattered throughout the 
United States. 
“ In the two world w ars,” said Dr. 
Irving, 
“home vegetable gardens 
cultivated by the am ateur garden­ 
ers of this country provided vege­ 
tables for millions of our people and 
others, releasing com m ercial pro­ 
duction and transportation for our 
w ar effort. 
“ Should we enter a third world 
w ar, home gardens will become 
even more necessary than in the 
other two. One of the great prob­ 
lem s will be to insure adequate food 
supplies to our large population cen­ 
ters which are now supplied to a 
great extent by fresh vegetables 
shipped long distances. 
T ranspor­ 
tation is sure to be congested and 
m ay be interrupted entirely, by ene­ 
m y action. 
“ We should not wait until war 
comes, to expand home vegetable 
production. Every am ateur garden­ 
er who has ground on which vege­ 
tables can be grown, should plant 
them this spring. Experienced g ar­ 
deners have the duty of showing by 
exam ple how this invaluable source 
of vitamin-rich foods can be devel­ 
oped, without detracting in any way 
from national production in other 
fields. Each vegetable garden made 
this spring can become a dem onstra­ 
tion from which others m ay learn. 
No one knows how quickly the need

“ I assum e that in due time a c a m ­ 
paign for home vegetable gardens 
will become a part of the official 
civilian defense campaign. But g a r­ 
dens cannot be started at a m o­ 
m ent’s notice; or crops produced 
overnight. 
Protection for the next 
twelve months depends upon action 
initiated this spring. 
I appeal to 
every home gardener in the nation 
to devote to vegetables sown this 
spring, space in his garden sufficient 
to supply his family for a year. 
“ By such a program the funda­ 
m ental needs of the nation will be 
greatly helped by meeting its nu­ 
tritional requirements. In addition 
it will promote the individual’s well 
being and happiness.”

The following letter describing 
some ol the conditions in Korea 
and a letter from a South Korean 
soldier was sent to Mr. and Mrs. 
John R. Hughes by their son Jerry 
who is now serving there. Jerry is 
on his second enlistment in the1 
Army and spent a year in Korea 
before the fighting began there. 
The letter was w ritten February 
20. 


Dear Folks: Just a line tonight 
before I turn in. Hope this finds 
all of you in the best of health. 
1 am going to try to sleep. Right 
now the artillery is ringing and the 
airplanes landing and taking off. 
Don’t know if I can sleep or not. 
I flew up from Pusan a couple of 
days ago and 1 m ight go back to- 
inoi row but I am coming back a- 
gain. That is, if I can get trans­ 
portation. 
I have A-l priority on the planes 
but I won’t go it they have too 
many wounded to take back. I am 
about 15 yards from the Suwon 
Airfield. I guess you have read a 
lot about it. 
I went over to the 25th Infantry 
Division and had a look 
around 
their postal setup. I saw La hey— 
he is there. 
The artillery is sounding awful 
close and we have mail piled all 
over the place. Sure hope we don’t 
have to move tonight. It has hap­ 
pened before though.

couldn't 
possibly weather this storm . A l­ 
though he didn't know w hat he 
w as going to say when he w ent 
on the air, Mr. Neusitz and o th ­ 
ers contend that Harry Caray w as 
at his best in paying tribute to the 
beloved “Gabby" Street.) 
The Text 
Well, you 
know it's 
strange, 
strange how difficult it is to w rite 
som ething about a person you love. 
When the 
news 
about 
G abby 
Street’s death was received this 
morning, 
representatives 
of the 
various radio stations called about 
recording w hat I would say to ­ 
night. The officials of our ad v e rtis ­ 
ing agency thought I should h ave 
som ething special too. Copies of 
scripts for the use of other people 
and recordings of this 
pro g ram 
were set up, but I co uldn’t w rite 
a thing. Since noon I h av e been 
fiddling with the ty p ew riter, for 
if there is anybody who should be 
able to w rite a beautiful eulogy 
from the very core of his h eart, it 
should be me. But I c o u ld n ’t— I 
haven’t been able to w rite a thing. 
I have know n th ere was no b e a t­ 
ing the rap this time; w e all k n ew 
that when the “Old S arg " w as 
stricken this tim e it w as the end. 
Today’s news, therefore, w as e x ­ 
pected; and yet, even expecting it, 
it was a trem endous shock W h y — 
w hy do people like that h av e to 
go, people w ho bring so m uch 
pleasure and hope and enjoym ent? 
M illion Things 
I can ’t think of an 
im portant 
thing to w rite about G abby Street. 
All that keeps running through m y 
mind are a million m iscellaneous 
things th a t would hardly be of in­ 
terest to you, possibly— th at lov­ 
able laugh, for exam ple; th at p h i­ 
losophy of life. I was associated 
with G abby going onto seven years, 
but w e d id n ’t work a single day 
together. We just laughed, lived 
and argued. “Can you im agine,’’ he 
used to say, “can you im agine get­ 
ting paid for the fun we are h a v ­ 
ing0’’ T he baseball stories th a t used 
to roll off his tongue one afte r the 
other, that topper he alw ays had 
for anybody else’s story! T he o th ­ 
ers alw ays set the pace in th e 
story-telling departm ent, but G a b ­ 
by would alw ays take charge. The 
hom espun philosophy, 
tolerance 
that could come only from a m an 
who had experienced diversity. No 
pompous self-righteous guy, G abby 
Street, no siree sir; but all h u m an 
being instead, w arm and mellow 
and friendly. A m an who had e x ­ 
perienced ups and downs, joys and 
sorrows, who had been at th e very 
bottom and climbed to the peak 
where he stayed. Yes, he was a rich 
personality, he was a rich person­ 
ality because he had lived; he had 
had his personal strifes, his h e a rt­ 
breaks an d diversities too; but his 
was a strong will and mind, and he 
came back to meet a fine w om an, 
to raise a fine family, to live an 
ideal C hristian life. 
Can’t Forget Talks 
I can’t forget our m any talks 
which would branch off into so 
m any different facets — religion, 
politics, 
intim ate personal p ro b ­ 
lems The anim ation of spirit which 
was always his, the vigor of his 
character . . , and now he isn’t 
here. It doesn't seem possible, and 
yet you know it is true. T he little 
things you rem em ber; the serious 
and interesting way that he alw ays 
talked to my son. Skip. T h e stories 
he could tell, the wa> he would 
try to sell Skip on being a catcher 
like he w as. The y ear he rented 
the a p a rtm e n t in St 
P etersb u rg 
and how* he and Skip wmuld d e­ 
liberately sta rt bouncing th at b ase­ 
ball ag ain st the wall to w ak e me 
at seven o’clock in the m orning. 
Conservatism 
T he conservatism about w’hich 
I used to kid him so— alw ays out- 
fum bling m e for the check— but in 
such a lovab le w ay. How he w’ould 
spend, how ever, lots of dollars buy­ 
ing things he didn’t really need 
only because he could get a d is­ 
count. W hat a sucker he used to 
say h e w as for a discount, and how 
h e w ould kid him self later. “ You 
know , H arry,” he w ould say so m e­ 
tim es, “after I bought this today I 
got to thinking, and I said to m y ­ 
self, G abby Street, you old fool, 
what are you going to do w ith the 
stuff you bought?” “I couldn’t a n s ­ 
w er it," h e’d say, and h e w’ould 
laugh and laugh and laugh 
And there is som ething else i 


rem em ber about him. his ability 
alw ays to laugh at 
himself. T he 
way he used to sneak a cigar sm oke 
last sum m er. Mrs. Street had him 
under orders not to sm oke cigars; 
but G abby loved cigars, and like 
a mischievous boy h e’d h av e m e 
carry his cigars w h en e v er Mrs. 
Street m ight be aro u n d and h av e 
m e pledged never to m ention his 
cigar puffs on the air. 
W hat can you w rite about such 
a friend when it is only the little 
things that 
you can 
rem e m b er 
which to others seem too trivial? I 
shudder at the thought of the first 
baseball broadcast this season. I 
will be expecting to w alk into the 
booth to be greeted by his ow n 
special greeting. H and o u t-s tre tc h ­ 
ed and eyes tw inkling, he 
w ould 
say. “How are you, Mr. C a ra y ? ” 
and I would answ er, “.Just fine, 
thank you, and how are you, Mr. 
S treet?" And then w e would both 
laugh. And that was the only fo r­ 
mal thing that ever h ap p en ed b e­ 
tw een us. From th ere on it w as 
alw ays catch as catch can, as you 
know.

broadcasts— W hen we would get 
out of th e room he would ask me, 
“Do you think you can re m e m b e r 
all that stuff they w ere talk in g 
about?" “ I doubt it,” I’d answ er. 
“Well,” he would say, “ if you c a n ’t 
rem em ber it, th ere’s no sense the 
‘Old S a rg ea n t’ w orrying about it.” 
And then we would both chuckle. 
The Prayers 
The p rayers when he w as in St. 
J o h n ’s Hospital, the daily visits, 
how’ he was always asking ab o u t 
the ball games. He cou ld n ’t stand 
being aw ay from th e broadcasts 
. . . how he loved th e 
C ardinals! 
The w ay that he w as supposed to 
have only eighteen hours to live 
two years ago, but how he am azed 
the m edical profession. Tw o fine, 
w onderful 
doctors o p era tin g on 
him at various tim es and 
both 
w ondered how he stayed alive. And 
yet G abby outlived both of the 
fine m en whose talents extended 
his ow n life. They w ere Dr. Nick 
K ennedy and Dr. R obert H yland. 
A little bit of irony, isn’t it? 
He was fam ous for catching a 
ball off the W ashington M onum ent, 
but a far greater achievem ent in 
his own m ind w as catching one off 
the Civil C ourts B uilding in the 
W ar D rive in 1945. T hey had to 
strap m e up on the roof to throw 
the ball, and I w as scared to death. 
Gabby, at th e age of six ty -th ree, 
got the th ird ball th at I threw .

B aseball Education 
The baseball education th a t I 
got hearing G abby w hispering in 
my e a r— calling this shot, calling 
that pitch, calling this one . . . and 
hoping th a t this strateg y or th a t 
one m ight be em ployed— heartsick 
w hen it w ent bad. Most baseball 
men w ere happy for G ab b y ’s a d ­ 
vice. Some, of course, resented it. 
For those, G abby only volunteered 
his advice once. Most of those are 
no longer around. 
The respect the players had for 
him . . . the laughter at his jokes 
. . . . how concerned they all w ere 
at his health which had been fa d ­ 
ing for several years. Such a w o n ­ 
derful w ay he had of passing things 
off, of treating m atters lightly, of 
staying com pletely unruffled. T he 
public will miss him; but I know 
that I will miss him far more.

by Dr. Albert J. Irving, President of 
the M en’s Garden Clubs of Am erica, 
1 E .

Pointing out the need for food pro­ 
duction near large population cen­ 
ters to replace shipments from dis­

“ Should vve enter a third world 
w ar, 
home gardens w ill become 
even more necessary than in the 
other two. 
One of the great prob­ 
lem s w ill he to insure adequate food 
supplies to our large population cen­ 
ters which are now supplied to a 
great extent by fresh vegetables 
shipped long distances. 
Transpor­ 
tation is sure to be congested and 
m ay be interrupted entirely, by ene­ 
m y action. 
“ W e should not w ait until w ar 
comes, to expand home vegetable 
production. E v e ry am ateur garden­ 
er who has ground on which vege­ 
tables can be grown, should plant 
them this spring. Experienced g ar­ 
deners have the duty of showing by 
exam ple how this invaluable source 
of vitam in-rich foods can be devel­ 
oped, without detracting in any w ay 
from national production in other 
fields. Each vegetable garden made 
this spring can become a dem onstra­ 
tion from which others m ay learn.

Letter From Korea 


The following letter describing 
some ol the conditions in Korea 
and a letter from a South Korean 
soldier was sent to Mt. and Mrs. 
John R. Hughes by their son Jerry 
who is now serving there. Jerry is 
on his second enlistment in the 
Army and spent a year in Korea 
before the fighting began there. 
The letter was written February 
20. 


Dear Folks: Just a line tonight 
before 1 turn in. Hope this finds 
all of you in the best of health. 
1 am going to try to sleep. Right 
now the artillery is ringing and the 
airplanes landing and taking off. 
Don’t know if 1 cun sleep or not. 
1 flew up from Pusan a couple of 
days ago and 1 might go back to- 
morrow but I am coming back a- 
gain. That is, if I can get trans­ 
portation. 
I have A-l priority on the planes 
but 1 won’t go it they have too 
many wounded to take back. I am 
about 15 yards from the Suwon 
Airfield. I guess you have read a 
lot about it. 
I went over to the 25th Infantry 
Division and had a look 
around 
their postal setup. 1 saw Lahey— 
he is there. 
The artillery is sounding awful 
close and we have mail piled all 
over the place. Sure hope we don’t 
have to move tonight.

Harry Caray's T 
r to One Of 
Baseball's Greats—Gabby Street 


(Ed. Note: The follow ing is the 
text of Harry Caray's radio talk 
the day of the death of “Gabby" 
Street was reported . . . Feb. 6 
1951. This text has been requested 
by many area fan* and is h ere­ 
with reprinted for them and others 
who are interested. Your editor had 
a short visit with Harold N eusitz, 
publie relations director for the 
Griesidieek Brothers Brew ing Co.. 
a few days ago and w as told the 
inside story. Mr. Neusitz had been 
with Harry Caray most of the day 
and saw Harry throw script that 
he had attempted to w rite on the 
floor. According to Mr. N eusitz. 
Harry was definitely in a state of 
shock . . . even though everyone 
knew the 
“Old 
Sarg'' 
couldn't 
possibly weather this storm. A l­ 
though he didn't know w hat he 
w as going to say when he w ent 
on the air, Mr. Neusitz and oth ­ 
ers contend that Harry Caray w as 
at his best in paying tribute to the 
beloved “Gabby” Street.) 
The Text 
Well, you 
know it’s 
strange, 
strange how difficult it is to w rite 
something about a person you love. 
When the 
news 
about 
G ab b y 
Street’s death was received this 
morning, 
representatives 
of the 
various radio stations called about 
recording w hat I would say to ­ 
night. The officials of our a d v e rtis­ 
ing agency thought I should h av e 
something special too. Copies of 
scripts for the use of other people 
and recordings of this 
p ro g ram 
were set up, but I cou ld n ’t w rite 
a thing. Since noon I h av e been 
fiddling with the typew riter, for 
if there is anybody who should be 
able to w rite a beautiful eulogy 
from the very core of his heart, it 
should be me. But I co uldn’t— I 
haven’t been able to w rite a thing. 
I have know n th ere w as no b e a t­ 
ing the rap this time; w e all k n ew 
that w hen the “Old S a rg ” w as 
stricken this tim e it w as the end. 
Today’s news, therefore, w as e x ­ 
pected; and yet, even expecting it, 
it was a trem endous shock. W hy— 
why do people like that have to 
go, people w ho bring so m uch 
pleasure and hope and enjoym ent? 
M illion Things 
I can’t think of an 
im portant 
thing to w rite about G abby Street. 
All that keeps running through my 
mind are a million m iscellaneous 
things that would hardly be of in ­ 
terest to you, possibly— that lov­ 
able laugh, for exam ple; that p h i­ 
losophy of life. I was associated 
with G abby going onto seven years, 
but w e d id n ’t work a single day 
together. We just laughed, lived 
and argued. “Can you im agine,” he 
used to say, “can you im agine g et­ 
ting paid for the fun we a re h a v ­ 
ing?” The baseball stories that used 
to roll off his tongue one after the 
other, that topper he alw ays had 
for anybody rise’s story! The o th ­ 
ers alw ays set the pace in th e 
story-telling departm ent, but G a b ­ 
by would always take charge. The 
hom espun philosophy, 
tolerance 
that could come only from a m an 
who had experienced diversity. No 
pompous self-righteous guy, G abby 
Street, no siree sir; but all hum an 
being instead, w arm and mellow 
and friendly. A m an who had e x ­ 
perienced ups and downs, joys and 
sorrows, who had been at the very 
bottom and climbed to the peak 
w here he stayed. Yes, he was a rich 
personality, he Mas a rich person­ 
ality because he had lived; he had 
had his personal strifes, his h e a rt­ 
breaks and diversities too; but his 
was a strong will and mind, and he 
came back to meet a fine w om an, 
to raise a fine family, to live an 
ideal Christian life. 
Can’t Forget Talks 
I can’t forget our m any talks 
which would branch off into so 
m any different facets — religion, 
politics, intim ate personal p ro b ­ 
lems The anim ation of spirit w hich 
was always his, the vigor of his 
character . . . and now he isn’t 
here. It doesn't seem possible, and 
yet you know it is true. T he little 
things you rem em ber; the serious 
and interesting w ay that he alw ays 
talked to m y son. Skip. T h e storie 
he could tell, the wa\ he would 
try to sell Skip on being a catcher 
like he was, The year he rented 
the ap artm en t in St 
P etersb u rg 
and how he and Skip would d e ­ 
liberately start bouncing that b ase­ 
ball against the wall to w ake m e 
at seven o ’clock in the morning. 
Conservatism 
The conservatism about w hich 
I used to kid him so— alw ays out- 
fum bling m e for the c h in k — but in 
such a lovable way. How he would 
spend, however, lots of dollars bu y ­ 
ing things he didn’t really need 
only because he could get a d is­ 
count. What a sucker he used to 
say he was for a discount, and how 
he would kid him self later 
“ You 
know. Harry,” he would say so m e­ 
times, “after I bought this today 1 
got to thinking, and I said to m y ­ 
self, Gabby Street, you old fool, 
what are you going to do w ith the 
stuff you b o u g h t?” “1 co u ld n ’t a n s ­ 
wer it,” he’d say, and he w ould 
laugh and laugh and laugh 
And there is something else i

rem em ber about him. his ability 
alw ays to laugh at 
himself. T he 
w ay he used to sneak a cigar sm oke 
last sum m er. Mrs. S treet had him 
under orders not to sm oke cigars; 
but G abby loved cigars, and like 
a m ischievous boy h e’d h av e m e 
carry his cigars w h en e v er 
Mrs. 
Street might be around and have 
m e pledged never to m ention his 
cigar puffs on the air. 
W hat can you w rite about such 
a friend when it is only th e little 
things that 
you can 
re m e m b er 
w hich to others seem too trivial? I 
shudder at the thought of the first 
baseball broadcast this season. I 
will be expecting to w alk into the 
booth to be greeted by his ow n 
special greeting. H and o u t-s tre tc h ­ 
ed and eyes tw inkling, he 
w ould 
say. “How are you, Mr. C a ra y ? ” 
and I would answ er, “J u s t fine, 
thank you. and how are you, Mr. 
S tre et?” And then we would both 
laugh. And that was the only for­ 
mal thing that ever h appened b e­ 
tw een us. From th ere on it w as 
alw ays catch as catch can, as you 
know . 
T he 
m any 
m eetings 
betw een 
brew ery and agency officials o u t­ 
lining certain 
policies 
on 
the 
broadcasts— W hen we would get 
out of the room he would ask me, 
“Do you think you can rem e m b er 
all that stuff they w ere talking 
about'.1” “ I doubt it,” I’d answ er. 
“Well,” he would say, “ if you c a n ’t 
rem em ber it, th e re’s no sense the 
‘Old S argeant’ w orrying ab o u t it.” 
A nd then we would both chuckle. 
The Prayers 
T he prayers w hen he w as in St. 
J o h n ’s Hospital, the daily visits, 
how he was alw ays asking about 
the ball games. He co uldn’t stan d I A m erican Legion 
being aw ay from the broadcasts ! Rotary 
. . . how he loved the 
Cardinals! Lions 
The w ay that he was supposed to 
h ave only eighteen hours to live 
two years ago, but how he am azed 
the medical profession. Tw o fine, 
w onderful 
doctors o p eratin g on 
him at various tim es and 
both 
w ondered how he stayed alive. And 
yet G abby outlived both of the 
fine men whose talents extended 
his own life. T h ey w ere Dr. Nick 
K ennedy and Dr Robert H yland. 
A little bit of irony, isn’t it? 
He was fam ous for catching a 
ball off the W ashington M onum ent, 
but a far greater achievem ent in 
his own mind w as catching one off 
the Civil C ourts Building in the 
W ar D rive in 1945. T hey had to 
strap m e up on the roof to throw 
the ball, and I w as scared to death. 
G abby, at the age of sixty-three, 
got the third ball that I threw . And 
later h e’d laugh and say, “T hey 
call m e sm art. Can you im agine an 
old fool like m e doing th a t? ” 
Baseball Education 
T he baseball education th at I 
got hearing G ab b y w hispering in 
my e a r—calling this shot, calling 
that pitch, calling this one . . . and 
hoping that this strateg y or that 
one might be em ployed— heartsick 
w hen it w ent bad. Most baseball 
men w ere h appy for G ab b y ’s a d ­ 
vice. Some, of course, resented it. 
For those, G abby only volunteered 
his advice once. Most of those are 
no longer around. 
The respect the players had for 
him . . . th e laughter at his jokes 
. . . . how concerned they all w ere 
at his health which had been fad ­ 
ing for several years. Such a w o n ­ 
derful way he had of passing things! 
off, of treating m atters lightly, of 
staying com pletely unruffled. T he 
public will miss him; but I know 
that I will miss him far more. For 
he w asn ’t just a friend, he w as a l­ 
most a fath er— m fact, th e closest 
thing to one I have know n, and I 
am so happy tonight that he knew 
how I felt about him. He knew I 
never m ade a talk an y w h e re w ith ­ 
out rem em bering th e “Old S arg ” 
to the gathering, he knew 
how 
m any standing ovations he reciev- 
ed in absentia. 
T he tears w hen I 
gave him that specially-inscribed

J u s t as he 
used to say w hen he copped one of 
those c igars that he w asn ’t suppos­ 
ed to, “H arry , if I died this m inute. 
I w ou ld n ’t h av e m issed a thing.” 
and he d id n ’t. So, w e sh o u ld n ’t 
feel sorry for G ab b y to n ig h t—he 
w ouldn’t w an t it that way. Instead 
w e should d rin k a toast, rem inisce, 
laugh, rem em b er some of his pet 
stories and only hope that we. too, 
and our children, can but live half 
as com pletely and richly as he did.
